stated over the telephone that he ex- 
pelled two more cadets. 
He gave 


their names as E. C. Cromwell, of 
Norfolk, and William Burns, of An- 
niston,, Ala. Col. Burton said that 
they were expelled because they had 
been expressly warned not to leave 
the campus, but that they had left 
this morning, failing to attend class- 
es.

Very Unlikely 


Federal Commissioner De- 


clines to Accept Grrubert's 
Resignation and Awaits 
Report of Fulwiler.

WASHINGTON, March 21.—Pro- 


hibition Commissioner Hayr.es was 
awaiting with intprest today the ar- 
rival of Director Fulwiler in his per- 
sonal investigation of the whiskey 
•ring" at 
Staunton that brought 


aobut a jail and fine sentence for Tom 
Tisdale, who operated the still for a 
"company" of prominent" men, who 
were all dismissed after being allowed 
to furnish testimony that gave them 
immunity. 
Fulwiler's report, supposed to have 


been mailed to Washington last night, 
had not arrived up to noon and the 
next official mail was ,-not due to 
arrive until 3 o'clock. 


The resignation of William A. Gru- 


bert. of Siaunton. one ot the "master 
minds" of the Staunton "company." 
as one of the principal assistants to 
Director Fulwiler was received here 
yesterday, but has not been accepted. 
U is altogether .unlikely that it will 
be. Grubert will probably be "fired" 
for cause. 
In his resignation received by Com- _ 


missioner Haynes yesterday, Grubert j 
denied any- guilt in connection with 
the Staunton whiskey ring: but said 
that rather than embarrass Director 
Fulwiler he would offer his resigna- 
tion. He had intended resigning April 
1st anyway, he said. 


The claim of Grubert that he had 


intended resigning April 1st. anyway, 
regardless of whether the Staunton 
affair had come to the surface to ex- 
l.edite it, was confirmed today by As- 
sistant Commissioner Jones. 
Director Fulwiler. accompanied by 


Congressman Slemp. called at the 
commissioner's" office about a month . 
ag oand suggested the retaining of a. 
legal assistant at the Richmond head- j 
quarters at about $4.000 a yt-ar. Fu'.- j 
wiler explained that the change would | 


place no financial burden on his office 
because two of his assistants planned 
to resign April 1st. Without this con- 
firmation Grubert's assertion that he 
had planned to resign April 1st, any- 
Way, ooked rather ••fishy." 
"We cannot accept Grubert's state- 


merit that he was not guilty of the 
charges against him. as_final. and. a.c-. 
cejJt his resignation on that' basis," 
s'aid" '-Assistant Commissioner Jones. 
"We never accept at par the the 
statement of anybody accused of vio- 
lating the law; but we make our own 
investigation. We cannot now accept 
the unsupported statement of Gru- 
bert any more-than we could the un- 
supported statement of Tisdale that 
Grubert is guilty along with a half 
dozen other very prominent Staunton 
men . If we find by investigation that 
Grubert had any connection .with the 
Staunton 'company,' his resignation 
will not be accepted, but he will be 
dismissed from the service. 


"As soon a.s we get Director Ful- 


wiler's report we shall decide on steps 
to prosecute the five or six others 
connected with the case if there is 
sufficient ground, 
one of them will 


be permitted to escape punishment if 
they have violated the law. The im- 
munity granted them as witnesses by 
the county court will not prevent 
their conviction by the federal au- 
thorities."

Small Pox Deaths 


In Virginia Grow 


WASHINGTON. March 20.—An in- 


crease in deaths from smallpox ii. 
Virginia is shown in a report of the 
Department of Commerve, oureau of 
census, from the registration area for 
1920. 


There were 12 deaths from small- 


pox in 1920 as compared with nine in 
1919. 
However, this is 0.5 per 100,- 


000 population. 
There were fewer 


fatalities among negroes, there being 
only three deaths reported In 1920 .as 
against nine whites. 


The death rate from this cause in 
the death registration area of the 
United States was 6.6 per 100,000 
population in 1902, while in 1903 it 
was 4.2 and In 1904, 2.1. since which 
time the rate for the registration area 
has never reached 1 per 100,000. 


Much higher rates in in certain cit- 


ies and states, however, clearly show 
the danger of smalpox- in an unvac- 
cinated population must not be lost 
sight .of, said the department's state- 
ment. "The high rate (9.2) in 1920 
in Louisiana should serve as a warn- 
ing."

WASHINGTON. March 
20.—-Offi- 
cials of the Harding administration 
are following closely every develop- 
ment in the political situation in Eng- 
land. They are hopeful that Premier 
Lloyd George will come out on top of 
the pile when he emerges irom seclu- 
sion in Wales, because of his lntln:at« 
knowledge of European and worlJ 
conditions. 


Should the Lloyd Georve govern- 
ment fall, however, officials are con- 
flrl«nt that any strong man who suc- 
ceeds him will adhere closely to the 
policies which the coalition has fol- 
lowed in international affairs. In this 
connection it was pointed out tonight 
that despite the extravagant criti- 
cisms of Premier Briand of France, 
the Poincare ministry has not yet in- 
troduced any radical changes of pol- 
icy in international relations and is 
not thought likely 10 do so. 
Because of confidence in the essen- 
tial soundness of Britain, it is believ- 
ed here that no serious difficulty need 
be expected with any strong ministry 
that 
might 
follow that, of Lloyd 


George. 
. 
Real concern is expressed in official 
circles over the untoward , situation 
which lias developed in Ireland as a 
result of the flght which De Valera is 
making against the Irish Free State 
treaty. The quarrel among the lead- 
ers in South Ireland Is held largely 
accountable here for the tense situa- 
tion existing between the South of 
Ireland and Ulster, making calm dis- 
cussion almost impossible. 
Sincere well-wishers of Ireland in 


official quarters are much afraid that 
the belligerent attitude of the extrem- 
ists under De Valera's leadership will 
alienate what sympathy remains for 
Ireland in the United States. 
With President Harding back in the 
White House an early announcement 
is expected concerning the sending of 
unofficial American observers to the 
Genoa conference and to the allied 
conference on the Turkish situation. 
It is expected that the administra- 


tion will follow its usual policy of es- 
tablishing listening posts in the vicin- 
ity of these conferences, in the case 
01 Genoa little doubt is entertained 
that unofficial observers will be as 
close as they can decently get to the 
conference chamber. 
Since Ambassador Herrick serves as 
the informal representative of the 
United States in matters coming be- 
fore the allied council ot ambassa- 
dors. It is considered likeiy that he or 
some other American will serve in this 
capacity 
when 
the 
Savres treaty 
comes up for discussion, despite the 
fact that the United States did not de- 
clare war on Turkey and was not a 
party to the treaty.

Bartlett imposed on him for speed- 
ing. 


The young millionaire drove to 


court in a costly limousine. 
" But he didn't go back home in it— 
he went through the tunnel leading 
from the court room to the House of 
Correction. 


There 
an official 
asked him 
thetimes, you know."

Then the official issued to Dodge 


a gray checked shirt, gray trousers 
and a coat—his prison uniform.

The millionaire didn't have 
the luxury of a cell because they were 
all filled. 
A pillow and a blanket comprised

enjoyed was permission to take a 
shower bath whe,n he entered jail.

Would Recall 


Haiti Troops 


WASHINGTON, March 20.—-The 
United States does not have the right 
to continue military occupation of 
Haiti and San Domingo," declared 
Col. George R. Shanton, chief of the 
insular police of Porto Rico, in an 
interview yesterday. 


Colonel Shanton, who has been 
chief of the Porto Rico insular police 
for 13 years, was an intimate friend 
of Theodore Roosevelt, and was the 
organizer, of the Cuban constabulary 
after the Spanish-American war. At 
the request 
of Mr. Roosevelt 
he 
"cleaned up" Panama, prior to build- 
ing of the canal. 


Following a conference with cabi- 
net members and high officials of the 
state and navy departments. Colonel 
Shanton expressed the opinion that 
all American troops would be with- 
drawn from the dual republic within 
the next six months. 
"This depends, 
however, upon the 
effort 
of 
the 
Dominicans to organize a stable gov- 
ernment before that time." he said. 
Discussing military administration 


of the island government, which has 
aroused BO much 'interest in the atti- 
tude of the United States toward, 
Latin-American 
countries. 
Colonel 
Shanton said: 
"We were asked by 
the respective governments to go into 
San Domingo and Haiti to collect 
duties and pay a national debt. That 
job ia finished, but we are staying to 
police the island. This is clearly be- 
yond our rights, as the people do not 
want foreign troops to do this. We 
are keeping our Marines there against 
the expressed wish of the people," 
Charges of atrocities by American 
troops in the island have caused wide- 
spread criticism in South American 
papers and in the United States. 


Colonel Shanton. who has made a 
personal Investigation of conditions in 
the Island, states that while stories ot 
atrocities are exaggerated. United 
States troops have committed out- 
rages against Jhe populace. "In this 
connection it should be remembered." 
said CoJinel Shanton. "that the so- 
called atrocities are practically always 
Jn retaliation of wrongs done by the 
natives. 


"The greatest factor In aggravating 
matters is inability of the troops to 
speak the native language. The ma- 
jority ol <%ws the injustice arises 
from 
inability to understand each 


nth'T. 1 hav- been in the islands for 
1'4 years and 1 must sny that the peo- 
ple are naturally gracious, kind and 
laberiy-lovinsr. 
They are. however, 
easily stirred by revolutionary lead- 
ers."
